Ornaments, ſhould be ſeized for his Uſe : And that the 
Holy Scriptures ſhould be . burnt, and that thoſe, who 


refuſed to comply with this Edict, ſhould themſelves be 
condemned to the Flames. 


Amongſt the Comeſſors at that time, Filix a Deacon,

which he thought might be effected by encouraging di- 
viſions, he allowed the Biſhops of the Arian and Do- 
nutiſt Factions, to follow their different Opinions in 
God's Worſhip, provided they acted nothing which might 
be prejudicial to his Government, or the Peace of the 
Empite. e „ WIL, | 
N be the Liberty granted, the Donatiſts were very li- 
beral in their Thanks to Julian, though he diftinguiſhed 
the Chriftians with the Nick- name of Galileans, and 
encouraged the Arians, and other Heretirs, who denied 
the Divinity of the ſecond and third Perſons in the ever 
bleſſed Trinity againſt the Orthodox. Upon this the 
Donatiſts proved more proud and imperious towards the 
Catholics ; and to pleaſe Julian they pulled down thoſe 
Croſſes which had been erected in publick Places, at the 
Coſt and Charge of the Emperor Conſtantine ; and ſet 
up Julian's Image in their Place. Nay, in an Addreſs 
to him, they ſtiled him the [ x] only Pattern and Exemplar 
of Fuſtice, And when he was dead, they frequent! 
wiſhed their Protector alive again; and thinking in his 
Life Time that Julian was too flow in his Proceedings 
towards the Deſtruction of Chriſtianity, they probably

lent him a helping Hand. For as both [y] St. Auſtin . 
and Opiatus obſerve, they treated the 2 in a 
way much exceeding the Rage and Barbariry of the 
Heathens. They pulled down their Churches, [Zz], aſ- 
ſaulted the Catholics whilſt at their Devotions; flew 
many of. them without regard to Quality, Age, or Sex 3 
[4] profaned the holy Euchariſt by throwing the Ele- 
ments to Dogs, which run mad upon it, and tore their 
Maſters: in pieces: They fold the conſecrated Veſſels to 
the Heathens for the Service of their Idols; pulled down 


Altars, and burnt the holy Scriptures, 1 
Ii] Felix, one of their Leaders, deflowered a Virgin, 
who had not long before acknowledged him as her ſpi- 
ritual Guide: And they committed ſuch c] 
that were they not recorded by faithful Writers, might 
exceed common Belief. And they treated the Catholic

Nay, if 
we may give Credit to Conftantinus Harmenopulus, [who 
lived in the 12th Century according to Dr. [F] Cave, 
namely in the Year 1150, but is placed in the 14th, by 
[ g] Fabricius]. They made uſe of [] Ceremonies not 
practiſed by the Catholics in the Sacraments z and im- 
poſed new Covenants upon thoſe who went over to their 
Communion, exhorting their Followers not to approach 
the Aſſemblies of the Catholics. For which St. Auſtin 
expoſtulates with [i] Criſpinus, a wealthy and leading 
Man amongſt the Donatiſts. Julian was ſucceeded in 
the Empire by Valentinian, a true Friend to the Chriſtian 
Religion, though he joined to himſelf his Brother Va- 
lens an Arian, In the fifth Year of his Empire [&] 

died Donatus the ſecond, ſtiled by his Followers, as 
has been before obſerved, Donatus the Great, and was 
ſucceeded as ſchiſmatical Biſhop of Carthage, by Par- 
menian, againſt whom Optatus wrote [I] ſix Books at 
leaſt 3 and [n] Saint Auſtin likewiſe wrote againſt him.

He was near as proud as [o] Donatus, and 
did not fall much ſhort of him in 175 = and 

Fg} Cruelty. 
Vaualentinian made ſome good laws againſt this wro/ched 
ges; but they had not the Effet of thoſe Laws made 
againſt them by ſome of his Succeſſors, 
Vialentinian and Valens being dead, they were ne 
ed by Gratian and Valentinian the younger ¶ about the 
Year 378] who left the Government of the Empire in a 
great Meaſure to the Care of Theodo/ius ; who, though 
he uſed the moſt powerful and prudent Means, both 
then and afterwards when he was Emperor, to ſuppreſs 
the Donatiſts, yet he could not do it effectually. By 
one Law made in his Time, they were commanded to 
leave the [r] Emperor's Dominions ; and in this Law, 
by which all the Laws made againſt them, by preced- 
ing Emperors, were confirmed, they are ranked in 
the Number of the moſt peſtilent Heretics.

One was, that under the name of Heretics, under which 


Class they are frequently ranked in the [a] Imperial Laws, 

though they were in Propriety no more than [t] Schi 

matics, They were [u] denied all Places of qublick 

' Worſhip under whatſoever Denomination ; and were 

forbid ſuch Meetings under a large and ſevere [w] Pe- 
nalty. 

Nay, the following Law was expreſely made againſt 
the Manichees and Donatifts. x] We proſecute ** the 
« Manichees* and Donatiſts wi Covering, and that de- 
&« ſervedly, commanding, that they enjoy not the ſame 
« Privileges with others; becauſe their Offence veing 
<« againſt our holy Religion, is a common Injury to 
66 Chriſtians : We pronounce them therefore — * 
« of enjoying any publick Bounty, or of the Power of 
« making Wills and bequeathing their Goods.“ 


And by the ſame Law, their Sons were debarred 


from inheriting their Eſtates, unleſs they renounced the 
Errors of their Fathers; and all Servants who forfook 
ſuch Maſters, to hold Communion with the Canale, 
were hereby indemnified.

Theſe Laws were indeed ſevere enough, (and may 
ſeem too rigorous harſh to our modern Libertines 
and. Free Thinkers)-and to ſuch as had any regard to the 
9] lawful Injunctions of civil Governors, would have 
thought obligatory, but to the Donatiſts, who were 
not eaſly reſtrained by Laws, they were of little Eſteem. 
In the Year 401, Aurelius Biſhop of Carthage aſ- 
ſembled a Council at [z] Carthage, in order to bring 
over the Donatiſts to the Catholic Communion, offering 
to ſuch of their Biſhops as would return to the Church, a 
Continuance of thoſe [a] Dignities which they were poſſeſſ- 
ed of amongſt the Donatifts : But even theſe Conceſſions 
would not prevail with them. At $9 Milevis likewiſe 
was a Council aſſembled about the Year 402 ; at which 
Saint Auſtin was preſent, and he deſcribes their accurſed 
Practices, giving one inſtance [e] of a young man, who 
having been rebuked by his Biſhop, for treating his 
| Mother barbarouſly, he threatned her upon it, to go over 
to the Donatiſts, and that then he would murder her. 
Upon which he flies -to them, and is rebaptized, and in 
white Garments, ſuch as were uſed by the Circumcellians, 
he ſheds his Mother's Blood. From which Inſtance Saint 
Auſtin obſerves, that this barbarous Wretch, who whilft 
of the Catholic Church, durſt not ſtrike his Mother with- 
out Reproof; when he became a Donatiſt, ſlew her 
with Impunity. |

In the Tear 404; another Council was held at [4d] 
Carthage againſt the Donatiſts, which ſent two of their 
Biſhops, Theaſius and Evodius, to the Emperor Hono- 
rius, deſiring his Protection of the Catholic-Churches, 
and an Enforcement of thoſe Laws made by preceding 
Emperors againſt the Donatiſts. Upon the Complaint of 
theſe Biſhops, Honorius was exceedingly grieved, and. 
granted every Thing that the 155 Catholics requeſted upon 
this Occaſion z and made ſome [/] additional Laws 
inſt the Donatiſts ; which though they did not wholly 
Jut an end to the Schi/m, yet tended in a great Meaſure 
to [g] leſſen their Numbers. 1 tat
